RESPONSIBILITY 


Secretary Long Talks on the 


Philippine Problem, 


Kecruiting of Volunteers. Pres- 


ident Deluged by Applica- 


tions for Commissions. 


Washington, June 30—Since the an- 


nouncement that 1000 volunteers were 
to be mustered into the army for ser- 
vice in the Philippines the president 
has been deluged by applicants for 
commands. The policy of the admin- 
istration will be to give preference to 
volunteer officers who showed ability 
and performed-valuable service in the 
Spanish war. Some regular officers 
are to be given volunteer commis- 
sions. The number of officers to be 
commissioned is being carefully guard- 
ed to prevent a scramble. 


Washington. June 30.—The first volun« 


teers to be raised for service in th« 
Philippines will be those for the skeleton 
regiments now being formed by General 
Otis, It is not believed there will be th* 
least difficulty in obtaining these men. 
It iJ? probable that some time will elapse 
before the troops of the provisional army 
are sent to Manila, but ipeanwMIe they 
will 'he drilled in camp. The officers of 
the war department think that a numb«r 
of volunteers now coming home will da- 
rtre to return to the Philippines for a 
short service after they have had an op- 
portunity to see home and friends. 


For the first thne Secretary Long has 


given an authorized interview on th* 
Philippine ofcsstion. 
His utterances, 


coming as they do from one of the cab- 
inet officers closest to the president, are 
Of importance. 


Secretary Long regrets that £h« Philip- 


pine islands were forced-Mpen «sKJ^ut 
since they were, as the resuitot.tbe^Span- 
ish war, he teslieves thatJamericSn au- 
thority must be preserved :over them. 
He is in favor of the most liberal form of 
government possible for tha natives 
when they have yielded to orir authority 
and have demonstrated their ability for 
self-tgovernraent. The future govern- 
ment of the Philippines, however, the 
secretary says, must be determined by 
congress. 
•' 


"At the beginning of the war with 


Spain," said Secretary Long, "Commo- 
dore Dewey with the Asiatic fleet was at 
Hong Kong. The declaration of neu- 
trality by Great Britain made it impera- 
tive that the American admiral should 
sail away. Spain's AsitJic squadron was 
stationed only a few huadred miles away, 
at the seat of the Spanish stronghold In 
the Pacific. Military strategy made it 
clear, as Dcwey'B success soon afterward 
proved, that the.thing to do was to strike 
at the heart of Spain's power in the 
Philippines. 


"After the destructron of the fleet it 


was necessary for Admiral Dewey to 
maintain the advantage thus 'gained. 
After the conquest of the city of Manila 
by the army and navy, the interest of 
humanity, property and commerce made 
it compulsory upon the United States to 
maintain its authority and thereby pre- 
vent arson, riot and chaos, which would 
have followed the abandonment of the 
city by the Americana. 


"Personally, as I have said before, I 


would have been very glad if the Philip- 
pine elephant had never been put on our 
hands. But at the end of the war the 
islands were in our hands, as the result 
of the destiny of war, and there was no 
other alternative for the president but 
to hold them and endeavor to maintain 
order until their future 
government 


could be mapped out by congress. 


"In the maintenance of American au- 


thority in the Philippines, the president 
had in mind their future welfare and tihe 
betterment of their deplorable condition. 
Orders were sent to General Otis to do all 
in his power to preserve harmony with 
the Filipinos, and to impress upon them 
•thf good intentions of America toward 
them and their future. Notwithstanding 
the constant efforts of General Otis arid 
the American officials to preserve peace 
and to avoid a conflict, Aguinaldo and his 
army of Tagals attacked our soldiers, 
who had delivered them from Spanish 
despotism'. After their attack there was 
nothing left to do but to take aggressive 
measures until the insurgents surrender 
to our lawful authority and keep the 
peace. 


"I am in favor of the most liberal form 


of government for the Filipinos, and I 
have no doubt that when they have 
proved that they are capable of self- 
government a* form of government will 
be given them which will be acceptable. 
Of course the insurrection must be 
quelled before the matter of civil gov- 
ernment can bp decided. I believe peace 
will soon come in the islands. The ques- 
tion of their future government con- 
gress will havr; to deal with. 


"Official reoortg received by the ad- 


ministration show that many of the best 
elements in the island* are in favor of 
American control. When the American 
authority has secured good order I pre- 
dict a future for the Philippines which 
will be one of peace, contentment and 
prosperity for the people there."

SALVATION FOR LUZON. 


Our Farmer .Soldiers Wish to 


Settle There. 


or more value in dolFars and 'cents'to 
our country than is a soldier. That it 
ia better bnpinefs to aid the pioneer 
and put him on his feet financially than 
to add another soldier to the army. In 
short, that full travel pay, paid to de- 
serving men who settle here is better 
for the States than when given as a 
premium for re-enlistment. I find aft- 
er speaking to men who wish to re- 
main here that the order referred to is 
regarded by them as not being an en- 
couragement to permanent settlement, 
but as an attempt to use tho wish for 
the mere purpose of holding them in 
the army. I think they are not quite 
correct in that view, hut it is the way 
the soldiers take it. 


Some of the fields open to enterprises 


are the entira line of citrous fruits of 
tho best improved varieties, oranges, 


j lemona, etc.—those hero are seedlings 
, and not very good—olives and figs, 
i in short, all the subtropical frnits and 
I r.nts of the better sort. Strawberries 


and raspberries grow wild in the moun- 
tains, but are unknown in the markets, 
and thete industries are open. I am 
sure that locations can be found where 
the peach, apricot, plum, pear, apple 
and grape can be grawn with profit. 
Onions would be well worth planting. 
There are elevations where the Irish 
potato can be grown. The shipment of 
two shiploads of mules and horses from 
San Fraricifico, which have arrived 
safely, with the animals in excellent 
condition, opens the way to improving 
the cattle of the islands and making 
them of great value.. 


But I am not going over tho possi- 


bilities. I am only calling attention to 
a few of these openings for Americans 
without much capital and in which 
they can make home? for themselves 
and benefit the natives. I do hope that 
the colony idea will never be adopted. 
The general idea of territorial govern- 
ment is correct—a suffrage based on 
educational qualifications, and given 
to whites and natives alike, with local 
self government, as in onr territories. 
New Mexico ia yet a territory, and 
these islands can be territories indefin- 
itely and until a generation is raised 
with true ideas of the rights and duties 
of citizenship. 


Under territorial government here 


the natives can have their representa- 
tive in congress with the right of de- 
bate and the goal eventual statehood. 
If we mean to benefit and elevate thesa 
people, it seems to me that the terri- 
torial form of government is the beat.

TO CIVILIZE THE PHILIPPIITES. 


Wanliington Ha* Been Petitioned by 


4.OOO Enlisted Men Who Want to 
Be Discharged In Manila With a 
Vierr of Becoming; Ploneera—Pay- 


| mavter Sternberg Oatliuea the Plan. 


Theodore Sternberg, paymaster in 


the United States army, writing from 
Iloilo, P. L, under date of May 20, to 
the Washington Post, feays: 


Four thousand enlisted men have 


petitioned Washington to be allowed to 
try their fortunes here. This, in my 
opinion, will prove a happy solution of 
the Philippine question. A brief his- 
tory of what led to this important 
movement is as follows: 


One evening last October, while din- 


ing at the English hotel at Manila, I 
overheard some artillerymen of the As- 
tor battery express a wish to remain in 
these islands. It occurred to me that 
others might be quite of the eanie 
mind, and it was suggested tuat These 
men undertake to find out how many 
soldiers wished to try civil life in the 
Philippines. A preliminary meeting 
was held at the quarters of the Astor 
battery, which brought the matter to 
public notice, but the battery xvaa or- 
dered home before anything definite 
could be accomplished. Twelve men of 
the command made application to be 
discharged at Manila, but there was no 
time for their requests to bo acted up- 
on. Another meeting was held at which 
603 enlisted men expressed n desire to 
remain. Then came the symptoms of 
the outbreak, and the men were held 
in quarters and could not meet in pub- 
lic meeting, and the campaign fol- 
lowed. 


It may be the effects of our pioneer 


blood, but it is true that the real 
American loves to try new lands and 
loves to plant the institutions which 
develop strong, self reliant men, capa- 
ble of maintaining a republican gov- 
ernment and, I verily believe, capable 
of teaching the races inhabiting these 
islands- But,, in my judgment, the les- 
son must take the form of a plain ob- 
ject lesson by doing here just what the 
American pioneers did at home—.name- 
ly, cultivate the soil, make a home, 
adorn it, establish public schools, build 
meeting houses, organize debating so- 
cieties, and, in short, rear American 
children in the American way to be- 
come American citizens. 


The natives will speedily come out of 


the slough of ignorance, and coming 
generations will be good American citi- 
zens, because I fully believe in our 
American plan of life as being adapted 
to all people in all climes. I have aided, 
so far as I can, this movement of our 
private soldiers who wish to try wha* 
the ordinary everyday American can 
do in the tropics. 


I have been a pioneer myself and 


still feel the pulsations of pioneer life. 
Many of the private soldiers, giving 
their reason for believing that they can 
do manual laboy in this climate, argue 
that they are doing more and harder 
physical labor as soldiers than they ever 
did while working on an American 
farm. If they can stand army life here, 
they are sure they could manage their 
own little farms. "We don't have to 
work from 11 a. m. to 2 p. m.," said 
one, 
"for we have 13 months to work 


in and not six, as in our mother coun- 
try." 


The American private soldier's an- 


swer to the oft repeated statement that 
white men cannot labor in the tropics 
as wa do, I do not know that men of 
the stamp of our American farmers 
have ever tried to. so that an Ameri- 
can who does at least a part of his labor 
himself has yet to be tried. The bed 
rock of our American institutions is 
that it is honorable to work with yonr 
own hands. I believe that the fnture of 
the orient is to be worked out thus. 
When the natives of these islands come 
to feel that labor is honorable in the 
way we Americans understand it, they 
will bless to the remotest time the 1st 
of May and the coming of the Ameri- 
can people. 
e 


Tho volunteers here who wish to re- 


main think they should be mustered 
ont here on precisely the same terms as 
is the soldier who re-enlists. Tho wish 
of these soldiers has evidently been con- 
sidered by the government and their 
desires measurably granted by general 
order 54, war department, adjutant 
general's office, as published in circular 
22, Eighth Army corps, April 21, 1899. 
Volunteers whose service has been hon- 
est and faithful and who wish to re- 
Kiain in the Philippines may be mus- 
tered out here and will receive iu cash 
the travel allowance from San Fran- 
cisco to place of enlistment and at any 
time'within a year will be furnished 
free transportation from here to San 
Francisco. This gives a year for the 
soldier to try how he likes it and is of 
great value. But the soldier who re- 
enlists gels ti'avcl nllowanco in cash 
from this point to his place of enJist- 
inent. Travel pay to enlisted men ia 
one day's pay and 30 cents for subsist* 
Mice for every 20 miles from point of 
discharge to placn of enlistment. This 
will average $500 to the man and is 
quite an inducement to re-enlist. Un- 
fortunately it is not certain when the 
country will be quiet enough for men 
to KO into the country and settle down. 
It may bo more than a year before that 
takes place. f?o the eoldier who wished 
to stay may be compelled to re-enlist, 
but ho is confronted with this obstacle— 
he natiat re-enlist for three years. Before 
the three years elapse the regiment ia 
likely to be ordered to the States, and 
he must go with it. The only remedy 
is to change the order, permitting the 
soldier to bo discharged in the event of 
the regiment being ordered home be- 
fore bis term of enlistment esnirea. Al7 
own idea ia tbnt tho privilege to m 
mustered out here, the one year in 
which to return to the States, is under 
present conditions of; little value and 
will not aid any of our soldiers except 
those who go into mercantile pursuits.

One Whlcli Recently Appeared Out- 


rivals Any Seen For Twenty Years. 
There ia now visible on the surface 


of the sun a spot which, according to 
Mr. Ordway, proprietor of the telescope 
on the Boston Common, is by far the 
most remarkable seen for over 20 years. 
Its appearance has been a great sur- 
prise to observers, as, according to the 
astronomical almanac, this 
is the 


eleventh or oS year for sun spots, and, 
besides this, it appeared with a sudden- 
ness which ia unusual. When Mr. Ord- 
way took his last look at the sun the 
other night, no indications of it, not 
even the slightest facutes, were visible. 
But the nest morning it was therewith, 
the utmost distinctness. 
The large 


black spot in the center is about 95,000 


! miles in diameter, and this is surround- 


ed by a penumbra about 60, 000 miles 
across. At some distance from the outer 
edge of the penumbra are other spots, 
which have broken off from the large 
one, forming a ring part way around 
the center. These number 1 9 in all, 
most of them being included in the nro 
on the upper left hand side of the cen- 
tral spot, and others in a group on the 
lower right hand side. There were only 
three or four at first, and the rest have 
broten off since. They are from 6,000 
to 11,000 miles in diameter — that is, 
the larger ones are considerably larger 
than the earth. From one side of thia 
outer circle to the other the distance is 
from 275,000 to 800,000 miles. The 
central black spot, which is the most 
interesting part of the phenomenon, is 
slightly balloon shaped, and on the 
right hand side its edge is very ragged, 
says the Boston Transcript. 


There have been only a few small 


spots before during the present year, 
and for 11 weeks there were none at 
all. The last large one before thia was 
that which appeared Sept. 8 of last 
year and had such an effect upon the 
earth electrically that telegraphing was 
done between St. Lonis, Chicago and 
New York with no batteries attached 
to the wires. This one lasted 14 days, 
and when it disappeared it had broken 
up into 34 pieces. It was not, however, 
nearly as large as this one, covering an 
trea of only about 175,000 square miles 
over all.

For example, the contrivance is set 


up in front of a stalk of corn just 
sprouting and takes a photograph of it 
every hour for six months, the expos- 
ures being made at such intervals by a 
peculiar automatic attachment. Subse- 
quently tbe film ribbon on which these 
pictures are recorded is put into a 
magic lantern machine of the ordinary 
Eort'and run off at the rate of 30 a 
second, thus giving to the spectators in 
five minutes a view on the screen of a 
corn plant growing out of the earth, 
putting forth leaves, developing tassel 
and silk, exhibiting the ripened ears 
and finally decaying. 


It is bslieved by the government ex- 


perts, says the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
that this idea may be so employed as 
to have great educational value, and 
hence tbe desire of the department of 
agriculture to secure the privilege of 
using it. There are almost infinite pos- 
sibilities obviously for the utilization 
of the method, and one may easily im- 
agine it applied to the study of the 
growth of any kind of plant—as, for- 
example, the watermelon, which may 
be seen in a few minutes to pass 
through all the stages of its develop- 
ment, until at length, five minutes af- 
ter the vine has sprouted, it is ripe and 
ready to be conveyed from tbe patch by 
the nocturnal and predatory colored per- 
son.

Two days after ^an Fernando was taken 
our regiment had but 190 men on the 
line, the remainder being dead, sick or 
wounded. General MacArthur com- 
plained of the number of men sick, oth- 
er regiments being in the same shape as 
ours, and Major Potter, with one sur- 
geon, was sent into Manila to rush men 
to the front. Acting under instructions 
he sent 108 men to the froat. Of these 
30 were unable to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, many of them fainting on 
the way, some 38 or 80 ultimately ar- 
riving at San Fernando in worse con- 
dition than when sent to Manila, tho 
others being ordered back by surgeons 
along the line of railroad, who saw that 
they were in a precarious condition. 
Men were ordered to' the front whose 
temperature was 108 degrees. 


"You Americans shudder at the tyr- 


anny of Spain and tbe cruelty visited 
upon the natives of Luzon and Cuba, 
but I want to tell you that bright, 
brave young Americans, who volunteer- 
ed to defend their country in the hour 
of peril, are giving up their lives in 
sacrifice to the vanity of star bespangled 
generals and a fog headed, dollar heart- 
ed bureau of officials at home. The 
fierce tropical heat, the fever cursed at- 
mosphere and the bullets of the insur- 
gents are working 
such sad havoc 


among the men that the surgeons and 
nurses are unable to give the sick and 
wounded the core they should receive. 
You may publish thia letter and iny 
name may be signed. I would face a 
court martial willingly and prove more 
than I write, for I know that it is only 
| arousing the sense of the States that we 


can be relieved, and to stay much longer 


i will be the death of most of us." 


Frank E. Bellamy, a member of Com- 


pany G, Twentieth Kansas, tells the 
story of Lieutenant William ES. McTag- 
gart's death in a letter recently received 
at Independence, Kan., which is tbe 
first full account received of how Mc- 
Taggart fell, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

"I dropped out and ran back to

The blood was rushing forth in a large 
etream. One of the other boys and I 
tried to s,top the flow of blood. He was 
still gapping' and breathing, but never 
uttered a word. The bullet had come 
out just below the left eye, pushing the 
eyeball out on his cheek. As we knelt 
around our dying comrade the tears fell 
fast. The hospital corps soon came up 
and he was taken to the depot, where 
be died abont an hour later in great 
pain, not having uttered K word since 
he was struck with that fatal bullet. 
He was one of the beat officers we had 
and wae beloved by all of us."

Tbe problem is to get as accurate a 


picture of the wing of a moving insect 
as has been obtained of tbe foot of a 
horse running at a 1:40 gait. Now, tho 
wing of a .housefly is abont a quarter 
of an inch long, and thus its path of 
travel is half an inch in length, or an 
inch in the round trip. Given 100 
vibration to' tbe second,, the wing 
traverses oply 100 inches in that time, 
as already stated, and so tbe phenome- 
non to be observed and registered is 
well within the recording power of tbe 
photographic; apparatus described. Of 
course, however, there may be peculiari- 
ties in insect f flight especially difficult 
to record, just as the wing feathers of 
birds, according to •Professor Muy- 
bridge, have an independent motion of* 
their own, turning edgewise in tbe air, 
and so reducing friction with the lat- 
ter. This discovery has brought out tbe 
fact, hitherto unknown, that birds' 
wings are provided with a special sys- 
tem of tendons which give to the ani- 
mal voluntary control over its primary 
feathers. 


It hqa been suggested that the new 


Btyle of mutoscope or kinetoscope here 
described might be employed to great 
advantage for certain educational pur- 
poses. For example, a ribbon, whose 
pictures would be transferable to a 
screen, could bs made to show in n 
brief time the transformation of a cat- 
erpillar into a moth or of a tadpole in- 
to a frog. It is very easy to apply the 
microscope to this form of camera, and 
so it would be possible to study on a 
great scale tbe growth and propagation 
of bacteria, the flow of blood in the ar- 
teries of a small animal or any number 
of other phenomena suitable for tbe 
purpose.

The Nrthoio«i>e Kn»Me« Buet Ob-' 


•ervutlon* of Cloud Moveme»t». 
A step in advance in tbe ecience of 


meteorology has been made at the Audi- 
tori urn tower, in Chicago. A new in- 
strument, by means of which an entire-, 
ly new precision in study of cloud forms 
and movements is possible, has been1 
placed. The new piece of apparatus is 
called the nethoscope. 


This little device, according to tho 


Chicago Chronicle, enables exact obser- 
vation of cloud movements, and it ia 
hoped that after some lime the weather 
men will be able to foretell from the 
action and conformation of the clouds 
swimming in the bright sky tho weath- 
er that is to come. They think it not 
unlikely that long series of observations 
in many places in all weathers will give 
data that will connect certain cloud 
forms with coming thunderstorms or 


' cold waves or drenching rains or cy- 
clones. Again, it is expected that after, 
long observation the velocity of the 
clouds may enable the forecasters to pre- 
dict the wiuda to come. 


However, all this is in the future. 


For the present the weather men can do 
no more than take observations with 
the nethoscope day and night and Sun- 
days and send the carefully marked 
charts to Washington, where mathe- 
maticians will compare states of the 
barometer with the cloud shapes and 
speeds. It has been found already that 
there is connection between the cloud 
conformations and velocities within 


' single isothermal zones. 
i 
The nethoscopa is simple. A circular 


j mirror with black instead of silver back- 
; ground is fixed in a frame so that it can 


i be accurately leveled. Rising upright 


• from one edge of the black mirror is a 
1 steel wire that has a cross arm, also of 


wire. The two look like a ship's mast 


I with a yard across it. From the tip of 


i the mast, to make the resemblance more 
' complete, runs a thread of rigging that 


extends to the center of the black mir- 
ror and there vanishes through a hole. 


The instrument is used by getting a 


sight of tbe cloud in the black mirror.1 
Then tbe mastlike wire is moved until 
the eye sights over »its tip and just 


1 catches the edge of tbe cloud's reflection 


at the center of the mirror. The tiny 


, thread is pulled taut from masthead, to 


i center and its angle from tbe plane of 


{ the mirror measured with a scale. Next 


i a calculation i« made and the angle of 
tbe cloud's altitude is secured. From 
this can be deduced tbe cloud's height 
from tbe ground. Tbia done, the meas-

Lighthouse Tender Built on the Mas* 


clincetti Model. 


P. H. Studer, a boat builder in De- 


troit, has'just completed the hull of a 
most extraordinary gasoline launch for( 
the United States government. TbougUi 
only 26 feet in length over all, it is con-i 
structed in exact imitation of one of 
Uncle Sam's up to date men-o'-war. 


The boat is designed for use by Unit- 


ed States, lighthouse officials at the 
"Soo." It was tbe unique idea of Lieu- 
tenant C. C. Churchill of the 
"Soo" 


hydrograpbic office, under whose direc- 
tion the launch was built, that she 
should be given the lines of a battle- 
ship, says the Detroit Journal. He pre- 
pared the plans and made the model, a 
counterpart of the Massachusetts. Now 
ehe is ready for the water—ram and 
all. She will be placed on a flat car an<l 
transported by rail to the "Soo," to be 
need in patrolling the St. Mary's river 
and in tending buoys. 


The boat's molded depth is 4.% feet 


and her beam 6}^ feet. She will draw 
8 feet of water. At the "Soo" she will 
be fitted with a 12 horsepower superior, 
gasoline engine, which is being built by 
the Lake Shore Iron works of Mar- 
quette. She will have a propeller wheel 
24 inches in diameter. Her speed, it is 
expected, will be about 11 miles an 
faour. The total cost will be *$1,900. 


REMARKABLE DISCOVERY. 


Point Fonnd In*an Oil 'Well 


1,562 feet Below tbe Surface. 


One of tbe most remarkable archaeo- 


logical discoveries made recently was 
that of an arrow point found at Chat- 
ham, in Licking,connty, O., near Zanes- 
ville, in May of this year, at tbe depth' 
of 1,562 feet. It'is well formed, chipped 
on both sides and has all the marks of 
an arrow point of tbe neolithic period.' 


An oil well was drilled in at this 


point by the Clay City Gas and Oil 
company. Tbe logbook of this well, ac- 
cording to the Cincinnati Enquirer,! 
shows 'that it passed through 126 feet' 
of sand and gravel, when it struck a 13 
foot layer of shale and coal. After pass- 
ing through this there was 200 feet 
more of sand. At the depth of 580 feet 
the drill struck the berea grit and' 
shale at a depth of 600 feet. This was 
cased to that depth, the casing resting 
on the shale. 


At the depth of 1,490 feet they struck! 


the devonian rock, and the devonian oil 
land at a depth of 1,520 feet, passing 
through it into the devonian rock again 
at a depth of,1,562 feet. The well was 
drilled to a depth of 1,793 feet, when 
they determined to ajioot it, which they!

Here is a line of r»olicy which George 


Fred Williams declares "I shall advo- 
cate whenever opportunity is given 
me": 


"To suspend military government in 


all the Spanish, colonies which •we now 
occupy, to extend aid to them to form 
forthwith their own independent gov- 
ernments, to seek from them t>y honor- 
able treaties such concessions in trade 
or naval facilities as we desire, to con- 
sider their annexation as they of their 
own will shall ask for it. take noth- 
ing from them except with their con- 
sent. I have faith that with such a 
policy these nations would welcome us 
as deliverer and friend: that our brave 
soldiers would join with their^in cele- 
brating the triumph of freedom, and 
the memory of the dead would become 
sacred in the hearts of the enfranch- 
ised peoples." 


"We suppose this is a forerunner of 


the campaign, speeches Mr. "Williams is 
thinking out. According to this pro- 
posed policy, Mr. "Williams is going on 
the stump in 1900 to talk poetry in&tead 
of the facts of the affairs to the Ameri- 
can people. "We fear Mr. "Williams has 
remained too long in. his closet with his 
own communings and has come to be- 
lieve that things look to everybody as 
they look through his own pair of pret- 
ty spectacles. But Mr. "Williams is 
doomed to sore disappointments. 


"Would Mr. Williams tell us how the 


United Ktates is to fulfill her obligations 
to other governments if she withdraws 
from the Philippines? How is sho to 
guarantee their subjects and their sub- 
jects' property that protection she was 
bound to guarantee them when she des- 
troyed the POWPT of Spain in those 
islands?

Y.. the contractors. 


Berkshire mill No. 4 is the one of 


which President McKinlpy laid the 
corner stone last Monday morning. 
The ceremony was witnessed by the 
president's party, R. L: Fosburgh, the 
Misses Fosburgh 
ami Robert 
Fos- 


burgh. It was the president who also 
made the address of the occasion at 
the dedication of Berkshire mill No. 2.

Cotton Mfg. Co., held April 22 of this 
year that the company

It 
is a tract of seven acres and is an 
ideal spot for a manufactory having 
all the water facilities. 


It was a month ago that ground was

The work is now well under way and 
is being supervised by Robert Fos- 
burgh, son of R. L. Fosburgh.

The weave shed which will be the 


largest in the world, will be a one- 
story structure 480 by 225 feet. It will 
contain 2400 looms. 


The spinning mill will be the largest 


of the group and will be three stories 
high. It will be .520 by 125 feet and 55 
feet high. 
The masons have begun 


laying the brick work. 


The cloth room will be a peculiar 


shaped building. It will have to be 
erected so as to conform with a right 
of way of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road Co. The side next the weave 
shed win be 202 feet, that next the 
railroad will be ISO feet, the north side 
facing Hoosac street will be 129 feet 
and the east side facing the Hoosac 
river will be 30 feet. 


The engine room will be 52 by 64 


feet and 17 feet high above the base- 
ment.

New London. Conn., June 30.—Har- 


vard's victory on the Thames yester- 
day was unprecedented In the history 
of intercollegiate acquatlc contests In 
that s>he won three magnificent races, 
the 'varsity eight, the "varsity four and 
the freshmen eight-oared races from 
Yale. 
Over 15.000 people saw the races, 


which were rowed under most favorable 
conditions of water, wind and temper- 
ature. 


All three races were rowed in the after- 


noon. 
The four-oared race was first,, 


then the freshmen's contest followed 
quickly, and scarcely was It finished 
ere final preparations were made for the 
'varsity-eight race, which was soon 
finished with Harvard 6V& lengths in the 
lead. 


There were those who. In commenting 


upon these three great victories In one 
day. spoke of Harvard's pluck, and It 
Is indeed noticeable. 
For eight years' 


she had persisted in rowing Yale, and in 
each of those eight years has tasted the 
bitter apple of defeat, but her courage 
and her faith in -her prowess 
never 


faltered, and her faith today stands 
realized. 


It is Harvard'^ year. 
The jubilant 


men of Cambridge on the street last 
night found plenty of sympathy. 
The 


crimson of the fireworks in the city and 
on the river seemed rnor* vivid, and 
nobody grudged the men all the-comforti 
they took out of their great and signal 
victory. 
v 


In brief, Harvard's university eight 


won from Yale over a four-mile course 
by 61/2 lengths in 20 minutes and 52 sec- 
onds. 


Harvard's freshmen eight won from 


Tale over a two-mile course by ZY3 
lengths in 9 minutes, 33!£ seconds. 


Harvard's substitute four won from 


Yale over a two-mile course by s.ix 
lengths in 10 minutes and 51 seconds. 


The Harvard crews rowed a modifica- 


tion of the English stroke, coubled with 
some features of the stroke pulled by 
Wisconsin. 
Yale had greatly modified 


the Cook stroke, and the boat did not 
go ae it did when the famous coach was 
there. 


When the big race of the day was 


started, the water was as calm as an 
inland lake. 
The crews rowed 
in 


flagged Hr.es, the blue occupying the 
eastern course, the crimson ths western. 
Yale caught the water first, but Harvard 
was a close second, and the two eights 
started on their long journey practically i 
on even terms. 
The New Haven boys 


hit up a stroke at 37 to the minute, with 
the men from Cambridge pulling beauti- 
fully at 36. The shells had not travelled 
half a mile when they presented a 
beautiful spectacle. 
Harvard was still 


rowing at 36, and Yale had dropped her 
clip to the same figure with perfect 
rhythm. 
The reach, the catch, the 


heave and the recover were simulta- 
neous! in both shells, and, as the two 
crafts sped on with noses and rudders 
exactly even, they looked as If they 
might have been mechanically con- 
nected and propelled by identically ma- 
chinery. Just before the first half mile 
•was reached, Yale seemed to put more 
power into her strokes, and gave the 
first Intimation of an advantage. Har- 
vard apparently paid no attention to this 
and rowed steadily on. Accordingly, at 
the half-mile flag the nose of the blue 
shell was a trifle in the van, giving Yale, 
perhaps, a lead of an eighth of a length. 
The first flag, however, had hardly been 
passed when Harvard spurted, Yale 
dropped her stroke one point, and the 
Harvard boat came up on even terms. 


Reacfhing down for the mile flag, the 


Yale coxwain swerved slightly from his 
true course, and directly after the mile 
flag had been passed Harvard took the 
lead. 
Yale, whose men up to this time 


had been rowing beautifully, indulged in 
a little freaky •watermanship, and Har- 
vard stole away. During th« next half 
mile the crimson-tipped oars were 
sweeping gracefully throuarh the water, 
and in this short stretch Harvard in- 
creased her lead to a full length. 


The Yale steerer saw the Harvards 


pulling steadily away, and lie frantically 
called to his men to hit it up. They re- 
sponded nobly, and increased the rate 
two points, rowing 36 to the minute. 
Harvard, meanwhile, had been rowing 
easily at 34, and, after watching Yale 
a few strokes, Captain Higginaon de- 
cided that a Harvard 84 was as telling as 
a Yale 36, and he wisely refused to re- 
spond to Yale's spurt. 


At this point the Harvard men did the 


prettiest rowing of the day, and among 
those on board the official boats it was 
the unanimous opinion that no finer 
piece of work had ever been seen on the 
Thamaa. 
Notwithstanding 
Yale's 
ipeedler stroke, the Kits found it im- 
possible to overcome the Harvard lead. 


On the contrary, during this very Yale 


spurt, the Harvard shell actually gained 
another halt length, and proceeded to 
make it two full lengths in an amazingly 
short period. 
Yale temporarily sur- 


rendered, and dropped from 36 to S3 
strokes to the minute, while Harvard 
lowered her stroke to 33. 
- , 


At the two-mile flag the Cambridge 


oarsmen 
were apparently growing 


stronger. 
Yale was rowing well and 


Improved In the next half mile, but for 
every notch of finer work that Yale cut 
out, Harvard gouged out two. and at 
the 2^-mlle flag it was Harvard's ad-i 
vantage by three clean lengths. 
Yale 


put in some work, and undertook to 
fight bravely the fate which now seemed 
certain. 
The race had gone too far, 


however, and Harvard 
proceeded to 


make a walk-away of it, and at the 
three-mile flag found the race partaking 
of all the elements of a procession. 
Harvard had stolen two more lengths 
from the Yale boat, and was gliding 
gracefully along, with Yale five long 
boat lengths td the r«ar. 
Down the 


long lane of fantastically 
decorated 


yachts gathered at and .about the.finish 
the Harvard eight swung jauntily, 
steadily pulling away from Yale. 


Reaching for the finish flag, the tide 


caught the Harvard shell and swerved 
it woefully. 
The little coxwain had 


his head about him, however, and with 
great skill worked the boat back into 
her line, and shot down toward the 
judges' boat. 
Here was witnessed 


wretchedly poor course pollclnir. myriads 
of small boats hovering about the 
course. It cost Harvard a fraction of a 
length, perhaps, but Yale had a sim- 
ilar experience, and the Ciiadvantages 


Harvard crossed the finishing line in 


a whirlwind, lowing beautifully. 
6Vs 


lengths to the good. 
Yale finished in 


fairly good shope. but her men wore 
fconiewhat depressed. 
Harvard had 


won her grand race in 20 mimiLes, 52V3 
seconds, while Yale crossed the line in 
21:13. 
' The two eights were speedily picked up 
by their res&^ctive launches. 
Yale 


started on her trip up the river to her 
quarters, and, after the Harvard men 
had bean surfeited with their ovation at 
the finish, the happy sons of John Har- 
vard started on their triumphal journey 
to Red Top, brimming: over with joy at 
their possession of as finely earned a 
victory as was ever won by a university 
crew on the Thames. 


The races preliminary to the 'varsity 


simply served to whet the spectators' ap- 
petite. At 4:15 both boats of the sub- 
stitute fours were in position. Referee 
Meikleham made it a matter of seconds 
in getting them off. Harvard caught 
the water first and jumped to a lead 
which was never wrested from her. Yale 
splashed at the first stroke and rowed 
far less easily than Harvard. Before 
half a mile had been rowed it was evi- 
dent that Harvard's four substitutes 
would furnish to the srimson eight in 
case of accident to the regular men far 
better support than the second men who 
would supplement Yale's 'varsity. 


In the half mile the crimson had es- 


tablished a lead of two lengths. The 
crew was pulling smoothly, while Yale's 
shell was noticeably jerky between 
strokes. Harvard cleared her paddles in 
magnificent style, while Yale seemed to 
halt and then nerviously yank them out. 


Shortly after passing the first half 


mile Harvard spurted and added an- 
other length to her lead. This drive de- 
veloped the first unsteadiness in the 
Harvard boat, an awkward break ap- 
pearing in evidence at the bow oar. Yale, 
however, continued to splash, and she 
was unable to take advantage of the 
Harvard irregularity. A quarter of a 
mile sufficed for Harvard to recover her 
torm and the Crimson boys 
resumed 


their Yale annihilating pace. Two more 
lengths came Harvard's way in short or- 
der, and as the crews approached the 
first mile flag it was seen that, barring 
accidents, it was Harvard's race by a 
wide margin. 


When the battle was half finished Yale 


made her most desperate effort with a 
lively spurt. Harvard, however, was 
ready and met Yale's effort with an- 
other. There were temporary muscle 
and skill in the Yale four, and the latter 
succeeded in cutting down the lead of 
their rivals nearly a length. At the mile, 
therefore, Harvard was ahead by four 
lengths. 


Instead of continuing their good work, 


however, the Yale men began to indulge 
in vagaries, and the boat was for some 
minutes sadly off an even keel. 


The last mile was a repetition of the 


first, Harvard gaining steadily until at 
the mile and a half she had nearly six 
lergths to the good. Here Yale was 
rushing her sltdes temporarily, but with 
commendable pluck and dash she pulled 
herself together for a final spurt and did 
well. 


Harvard grew stronger and spurted 


with vehemence. Yale tried to meet it. 
but her efforts were futile, and a few mo- 
ments later the Harvard four had crossed 
*he line a winner by six lengths and a 
fraction in 10m. 51s , Yale crossing in llm. 
6s. 


Both fours rowed back to their quar- 


ters, Yale to receive commendation for 
faithful work; Harvard to be showered 
with encomiums. 


The race of the fours had hardly been 


finished when the freshmen eights were 
at the starting point. Tale had drawn 
the western course; Harvard the eastern. 
The conditions for this, the second race, 
•we're better, if possible, than those under 
which the previous race had been rowed. 
A strong outgoing tide caused consider- 
able trouble at the start, but at about 
4:45 both crews were ready and the 
•tarting shot was fired. 


Harvard was the first to find the water 


and the two boats were oft*. It was a 
false start, for No. 2 in the Harvard boat 
had jumped his slide. The Yale eight 
had pulled several hundred feet down the 
course befon-v fuel men appreclated,the 
fact that the start was a false one. The 
boats maneuvered for their positions, 
and at 4:56 they were successfully sent 
aw-ay. 


Yale took the lead instantly, rowing 


magnificently. Harvard, too, was pull- 
ing in bpautifjul style, and it was clear 
that the freshmen race was to be a great 
contest. At the half mile Yale led by a 
meagre half length. Here both crews 
did sorr.e splashing. At the mile Yale 
was in better form and she had acquired 
a lead of one length. It looked like a 
Yale win, but in the final stretch the only 
unfortunate incident of the day oc- 
curred. 


As the Yale freshmen shell reached 


XOVM to the finish flag it was seen that 
the drawbridge of the .New YorK, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad company 
was open and that a sidewheeler excur- 
sion steamer was ploughing up the .river 
directly in the course of the crews. Ex- 
clamations of disgust at 
this glaring 


piece of stupidity or wanton violation of 
orders vvere heard on_every side. The 
boat proved to be the sound steamer 
Glen Island, swarming with spectators 
on an excursion from New Haven. 
Shrieking whistles, shouting thousands 
and scurrying police boats finally served 
to impress upon the offending helmsman 
that he was outrageously careless, and 
the big hulk turned off to one side. 


Her wash wrought havoc with the on- 


coming crews. Harvard's position on 
the course, on the eastern side of the 
river, saved her boat from serious harm, 
however, and impeded her progress but 
comparatively little. With the Yale 
boat matters were worse. The blue shell 
was almost swamped; Barrels of water 
were shipped, and the crew lost entirely 
half a dozen strokes. 


Meanwhile the lead which she had so 


carefully nourished throughout the race 
was ruthlessly snatched away by the 
Harvard boys, and'a few seconds later 
the Harvard youngsters crossed the line, 
winners by 2% lengths. The time was a 
record breaker on the Thames, Harvard 
winning In 9m. 33%s; Yale, 9m. 40s. 


This record, however, does not stand 


In American intercollegiate rowing, as 
the time made in the triangular fresh- 
man race between Cornell, Yale and 
Harvard at Poughkeepsle in 1897 was: 
Yale freshmen, 9m. 19^8.; Harvard 
freshmen, 9m. 26s,; Cornell fr««hmen, 9m. 


' 


At rne close of the freshmen race in- 


dignation at the offense of the Glen Isl- 
and was 80 pronounced that an Investi- 
gation was instituted. It transpired that 
those having control of the budge had 
leceived orders from the government of- 
ficials at Washington to keep the draw 
closed between the hours of 5 and 6 p. 
m. The steamer Glen Island, however, 
was allowed ;o pass through at about 
5:10, 
while the City of Lowell, another 


large excursion steamer, went through 
at about 5:29. 


Those responsible for this disregard of 


government orders will, it is said, be 
called to account. The blunder marred 
and possibly changed to some extent the 
result of the freshmen race. Impartial 
observers, however, believed that Tale 
could not have won the race under any 
circumstances. The Harvard freshmen 
were pulling strongly and smoothly 
previous to the interference, and their 
shell was traveling at a rate which prom- 
ised to dispose of the meagre Yale lead. 


With the exception of this unfortunate 


occurrence the events of the big regatta 
passed off with remarkable smoothness, 
and the 'varsity race of the evening 
wound up a niobt successful convention 
of Yale and Harvard oarsmen.

Mayor Killed by Office Seeker. 


Muskegon, Mich., June 30.—Mayor 


James Balbirnie was assassinated) yes- 
terday by J. W. Tayer, a disappointed 
office-seeker.

400 men- and boys stopped a south side 
car on Jennings avenue last night and 
chased the non-union conductor and 
motorman, as well as the passengers, 
away. The conductor was followed for 
half a mile, and he finally drew a revol- 
ver and began firing at his pursuers, but 
without hitting anybody. The crowd 
hurled stones at him and he took refuge 
in a house: The moforman was chased 
a long distance, but escaped in the dark- 
ness. The police charged the mob and 
arrested the conductor, who was locked 
up on the charge of shooting in viola- 
tion of the law. 


Michigan For McKinley. 


Washington, June 30.—Senator Bur- 


rows of Michigan was among the presi- 
dent's callers yesterday. Much interest 
attaches to his visit. Upon leaving the 
White House Senator Burrows said the 
Michigan situation had not been men- 
tioned. "You can say, however," he 
said, "that Michigan is unqualifiedly for 
the administration, and that any man 
who is opposed to the administration, 
directly or indirectly, will go down in 
that state." Senator Burrows declined 
to discuss the question of Secretary Al- 
ger's possible retirement from the cab- 
inet.

at Soldiers and Police 


City Wears a Complete Rev- 


olutionary Aspect.-

Author 01 Election Reform Bill Called a "Mur- 


derer" and "Bandit." 


Brussels, June 30.—When the chamber 


of deputies reassembled yesterday M. 
Destree. Socialist, called attention to the 
riots whioh had occurred since the ad- 
journment, in which he was struck by a 
gendarme's sword, .and demanded ttia 
man's 
punishment. Thereupon 
the 


chamber at once returned to a state of 
tumult. As the tumult Increased the 
chamber rose. In the meantime the 
streets were 'filled1, 'by a shouting mob, 
which eventuaWy gathered in front of 
the war ministry, where a cordon of po- 
lice and gendarmes with drawn swords 
dispersed the rioters. 


At the conclusion of a great meeting 


in the town hall last erening, thousands 
attempted to cross the Grande Place, in 
which the town hall stands. The gend- 
armes charged with drawn swords, and 
the crowd retaliated with stones. 


Shots were fired on both sides. Three 


persons were wounded, and a police 
officer was severely stabbed with a 
shoemaker's knife. 


The rioters, on being dispersed, as- 


sembled at another point. 
A large 


crowd gathered in the Rue Hoyale, tear- 
ing up the paving stones and using these 
as missiles. 
Finally the civio guard was 


ordered out to relieve the police. • 


Despite these attempts to suppress the 


disturbances, rioting continued to a late 
hour, many persons being injured. 
A 


feature was the general tearing up of 
paving stones to be hurled at the po- 
lice and guards. A tramway conductor) 
received two bullet wounds. 


Ultimately the troops were called out, 


About 35 arrests were made, many of 
those who were taken into custody being 
in possession of revolvers. 


The public prosecutor, with his en- 


tire staff, remains on permanent duty at) 
the Hotel DeVille. 


It is rumored than ene man who waa 


wounded has since died at the hospital. 


The election reform bill of M. Van,D*n 


Peereboom seeks to perpetuate the cleri- 
cal domination of the country. The 
Liberals and Socialists in parliament, 
being in a hopeless minority, started a 
campaign of obstruction. A new Beer- 
naert ministry is predicted as the out- 
come of the agitation. 


The city wear* a completely revolu- 


tionary aspect. Tram carg are used aa 
barracks. The comm'and«r of the civio 
guard asked, to be supplied with 15,000 
cartridges. Street lamps were smashed; 
the rioters pricked the horses of the gen- 
darmes with needles. Several inoffen- 
eive on-lookers were injured by th« 
swords of the police. 


The scene m the chamber beggared de- 


scription. M. Van Den Peereboom was 
dubbed "murderer," "bandit" and "min- 
ister of civil war" by the Socialists. 


Maiden's Big Fire. 


Maiden, Mass., June 30.—The building 


occupied by the Boston Moulding com- 
pany on Franklin street was burned 
yesterday, and the fire spread so rapidly, 
by reason of the inflammable nature of 
the contents, that several small fires in 
the vicinity broke out before the fire de- 
partment could successfully fight it. 
The losses aggregate $25,000. 
The 


burned dwellings were not protected by 
Insurance, and the fire comes as a severe 
blow to many families who suffer loss. 
William P. Savage, a fireman, was se- 
verely, but not fatally, burned. 


The Newfoundland Bait Squabble. 


St. John's, June 30.—The colonial gov- 


ernment is preparing a circular inti- 
mating to American fishermen that the 
bait act is about to be stringently en- 
forced against the PVench and warning 
the Americans that, if they assist the 
French by bringing them bait to St. 
Pierre, the laws will be similarly en- 
forced against them aJso. It is hoped 
that the Americans will refrain from as- 
sisting the French, thus enabling the 
colony to fight its own battle.

Some Valuable Hints to Housewives.

Summer Sleeping Room, 


T 


HOSE who --have experienced the 
discomforts of long, sleepless nights 
in hot-bedrooms will not fail to ap- 


preciate any suggestion that will tend 
to make the latter cooler and more 
comfortable. In many country houses 
the sleeping rooms, with their discom- 
forts, detract from the good' effects of 
a day in the open air. People who rent 
a house out of town for the summer, 
expecting to enjoy the pleasure of en- 
tertaining many friends, often cannot 
understand why the friends will not be 
induced to accept a second invitation. 
If there is no other discoverable reason, 
it is probably because the sleeping 
rooms are hot and uncomfortable. 


Every room, in summer or winter, 


should be -well ventilated. In summer 
this is? doubly necessary. During the 
day shades should be drawn to keep 
out the sun while it shines in the win- 
dows, and they should be quickly raised 
as soon as it is off that part of the 
house, so that the air may circulate 
through the room. All the windows 
and doors on the floor where the sleep- 
ing rooms are should be opened after 
the sun ceases to shine, the draft thus 
created1. serving to more effectually cool 
the rooms. 


In "Windsor castle, one of Queen Vic- 


toria's residences, when the weather is 
very warm, buckets of ice are placed 
about her majesty's room to cool the 
atmosphere. Ice is generally too much 
of a luxury .to admit of such means be- 
ing used in ordinary houses, but pails 
of cold water set about the sleeping 
rooms are said to cool the atmosphere. 
This is on the principle that wherever 
evaporation is going' on the air is cooled 
and that the air, if dry, will take up 
some of the water. 


In these days, when electric fans can 


be bought so cheaply, many families 
keej^ the air cooled by means of one of 
these clever contrivances. 


The circulation of the air can always 


be promoted by means of open doors by 
day and open transoms and windows 
by night. 
•

In many of the cjieap and poorly built 


farmhouses there. Is no; bathroom. A 
bath is a necessity, and money expend- 
ed in providing facilities for it are dol- 
lars well spent. If we bathed more *r\a 
ate less, there would be fewer prosper- 
ous doctors and. more empty grave- 
yards. 


In a country house, where there is no 


bathtub and water can be only obtain- 
ed from the cistern, a cheap, easily 
transported- bath tub should be placed in 
some email room, as accessible to the 
water supply as possible. One family 
which found itself in such an extrem- 
ity was compelled to carry the water 
to the tub, a pailful at a time, but the 
plumoer had connected the tub with a 
•hort iron, pipe that, carried the water 
outside, the landlord, rather than miss 
renting the house, being willing to make 
that much of a concession. The bath- 
room was on the first floor, In what was 
probably meant for a laundry. 


When it is out of the question to have 


a bathroom, the-individual.bathtub, to 
be used in each room, should be provid- 
ed, the carpet or matting being protect- 
ed by a, bath fug made of thin oilcloth, 
such as sometimes is used for covering 
kitchen shelves. 
It should be large 


enough to keep the water from splash- 


White swiss, scrim or figured la-wn 


makes pretty curtains for the windows. 
Sash curtains and shades do not give 
the same effect of coolness. 


Often in rented houses there is. a. lack 


of wardrobes, and unless the clothing is 
put into the trunks it' must.'hang about 
in the dust. 
A temporary wardrobe 


may be made by talcing a board about 
a foot wide and from four to six feet 
long and nailing it to the wall. On the 
underside of the shelf clothes .hooks 
should be screwed, two rows -being pos- 
sible if one is placed near the wall. If 
a couple of dozen of the wooden frarhes 
which are sold in the shops'for 60 cents 
a dozen are bought, the clothing can 
all be neatly hung away, b'oxes being 
placed on the floor. After the shelf is 
stained and a curtain of denim or other 
art material hung from it by 'rings 
working on a rod it is not only, a useful

Let 
the crumbs soak for a few minutes and 
then put the stewpan on the fire. Boil 
for ten minutes, stirring all the time. 
Lift from the fire, lake out the onion 
and peppercorns and add a little butter 
and twp .tablespoonfuls of cream. This 
sauce should not be prepared long be- 
fore it is wanted. 


To make melted butter sauce proceed 


as follows: Take a quarter of a pound 
of butter and divide it into six por- 
tions. Take one of these parts and 
place in an enameled pan to melt on the 
fire a.nd add to it a small quantity of 
flour, a little pepper and a tiny pinch 
of nutmeg. Then have ready, half a 
tumblerful 'of cold water or milk and 
pour into tho saucepan.' "Stir over the 
fire until the whole becomes of the con- 
sistency of cream. Then gradually dis- 
solve in it the remainder of the butter, 
taking care to stir it carefully and not 
apply too great a heat. If the melted 
butter shows a tendency to curdle, add 
a spoonful of cold water and stir quick- 
ly. If this butter is poured through a 
tamis, it will look much smoother. By 
adding cream and a dessertspoonful of 
chopped parsley to this mixture we 
have maitre d'hotel sauce. 
The addi- 


tion of the yolks of one or two eggs 
converts it into sauce blanche. Chop- 
ped eggs, shrimps, lobster, tarragon, 
anchovy, capers, onions and fennel may 
be stirred into it, and it will be con- 
verted into egg, shrimp, lobster, etc., 
sauce, and the addition of wine, brandy 
and sugar will make the sauce suitable 
for puddings.

EQUIPPIN6 NEW POSTOFFIGE, 


Contract Let This Mornieg. How Offica 


Will be Arranged. 


The contract for equipping the new 


postofflce on Main street was let this 
morning to the Corbett Cabinet Lock 
company of New Britain. Conn. It is 
expected that the firms now occupy- 
ing the rooms to be used for the office 
in the Wilson house block will move 
out by July 5, and that work \on the 
remodelling for the office will begin at 
once. 
It should be completed soon 


after after August 1, so that in a lit- 
tle over a month the office can be 
moved from Bank street to the new 
location. 


Plans have been prepared by the 


posfbffk-e authorities here for what will 
undoubtedly be one of the most con- 
venient offices of its size in this part 
of the state. 
The entrance will be 


through the store now occupied by 
Yon & Morin, and the doorway will be 
widened considerably, to fill the en- 
tire space between the pillars. The 
corridor which will form the entrance 
is 15 by 42 feet, and will contain noth- 
ing except desks for the use of the 
public in writing and preparipg let- 
ters. 


At the end of this corridor the office 


widens out to a room 24 by 24 feet, and 
here the windows and boxes will be- 
gin. Across the corner and diagonal- 
ly facing the corridor will be the en- 
irence tc the money order room, anO 
next to this will be the gene -a', de- 
livery and stamp windows. Then the 
boxes will beeiii. and \\il> occupy somi- 
spaoe be Tore they turn the earner ;;:,d 
run at right- angle? into the large : oain 
vhirli forir.s tbi> main part of

oiScp. A Fab:age way nine fe;t wide 
is left between the east and south 
walls of the room and the boxes, and 
this passage way ends with the en- 
trance to the postmaster's room. Just 
bei'ore reaching this room are. to be 
the assistant postmaster's window" 
and the carriers' window. The large 
room in front of which are the boxes 
is 35 feet deep and 44 feet wide, and 
will furnish ample room for the work 
of the office. 


All the entering and departing mails 


will be taken through a rear door, the 
teams driving through the alleyway at 
the side of the building. The interior 
will be finished in oak and light color- 
ed woods, and will be very attractive 
as well as convenient.
